San FParu-lHco, Nov. 20.— The first 
of the refugees from the devastated 
lands of G uatem ala arrived yesterday 
on the Pacific Mail steam er P ity of 
Para. 
They came from tin* district by 
the inland sea and traveled over a 
country laid w aste by sand, ashes and 
pumice before reaching a railw ay sta ­ 
tion. 
From the latter places they 
made the journey by rail to Champer- 
ico and there t ink the steam* r to San 
Francisco. 
They sailed on Nov. 7, 
when the volcano was still smoking, 
and rum bling of thunder and flashes 
of lightning gave evidence cf more 
eruptions to come. 
These people fled 
from their plantations in fear for their 
lives. 
They escaped to the seaside 
with little more than the clothing they 
wore, transportation being so difficult 
as to preclude baggage.

They a t 
tribute to it all sorts of ferocities, like 
tho carrying off of a hum an being, who 
Is perm itted to return after being de­ 
prived of toe and finger nails. 
“Skilled bunters by vc never observed 
any of those doings, b o t they testify to 
tho brute's strength an d ferocity,” says 
Allen Saugree in Ainslee's. “ According 
to a French sportsm an, a full grown 
gorilla can bite through a tree six inch­ 
es thick in order to secure tho sap and 
twist a gun barrel with the swollen 
b und u s of muscle th a t servo for arms.
